The general overseer himself, accompa- 
nied by his family and staff, arrived in 
his special train at the Grand Central 
station, where, owing to a misunder- 
standing, his private carrlage failed to 
meet him and he was compelled to go 
to the Plaza hotel in a hack. Turing 
the confusion of leaving the train a thief 
slipped into Mrs. Dowie’s room on the 
car and stole a $1,500 diamond and pearl 
brooch. 

From the Plaza Dr. Dowie went to the 
garden, where he restored order out cf 
the general confusion that prevailed and 
outlined his plans in an interview with 
newspaper mén. He denied that he in- 
tended to raise a fund of $50,000,000 
while here @nd declined to say whether 
he was going to found another Zion City 
here. It is intended to begin the house- 
to-house visitations tomorrow and the 
first. public. service will be held in the 
garden on Sunday. 

Zionists Sing Hymn. 

As soon as the first car started the 
crowd on board began singing a hymn 
and a large crowd of curious spectators 
gathered round those waiting outside the 
ferry house. Men in the Dowie party 
distributed tracts among them. The men 
were all dressed in a uniform resembling

Birmingham, Ala., October 16.—(Spe- 
clal.\—A committee from the Alabama 
Press Association began the hearing of 
the charges against Secretary J. Asa 
Rountree today, and the evidence bor- 
dered on the sensational. 

The charges were filed by The Mont- 
gomery Advertiser and Attorney J. M. 
Falkner, of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, it belng alleged that Rountree 
misused courtesy passes issued over the 
Louisville and Nashville road, turning 
the reeent pleasure trip of the press as- 
sociation through Canada into an dffair 
of personal profit. 

Evidence waas introduced to show that 
Rountree carried 185 persons on the trip 
and that only fifteen of them were ed- 
itors or actually connected with mews- 
papers. Thi# was not denied. 

Further testimony alleged that Secre- 
tary Rountree had required the members 
to pay $29 for sleeping car fare, the total 
amounting to something over $5,000. A 
letter from the Pullman company al- 
leged that Rountree had paid only $l,- 
440 for the cars, giving him a net profit 
of scméthing like $3,500, 

A steamship cOmpany in Canada in- 
formed the committee that a vessel was 
furnished the press association for $2.75 
per person, Witnesses swore that Roun- 
tree assessed each editor, or alleged ed- 
itor,.$3.25, giving him a profit of about 
$90 for the trip. 

Rountree refused to make a statement 
in answer to the charge of making money 
Out Of the trip. The committee will make 
a report to the annual meeting of the 
association.

There is 
a place for ridicule and satire, but I say 
your pens should never be used in ridi- 
culing any man who believes he has a 
solemn message to humanity. It never 
pays to fight against God. [J am not 
going to dodge anything. I am a Very 
open man and have no concealments.”’

The second 
shattered the glass into bits. while the 
third was found after the shooting to be 
embedded in the window frame. 

One of the balls clipped a shade from 
the motorman’s coat on his. shoulder, 
wbile marks made by the lead indixated 
that each bit of lead had passed in 
clese proximity of Walden. Before the 
shooting was over a half dozen men had 
sprung from the car and were making 
at the negro. He hurled his empty pistol 
at the man in front, and wheeling upon 
his heels made a dash for safety. 

In the darkness and the rain he man- 
aged to get away, notwithstanding the 
shower of bullets sent after him. The 
negro fied toward the city and the chase 
was kept up until the fugitive dodged 
behind a house near the city limits. 

This is the third effort made to take 
the life of a street car man in the last 
month oriso. Street car men in Macon 
are deputized officers and a month ago 
a@ conductor aided in capturing a negro 
who was running from an officer.

MAKING TESTS FOR SEWERS. 


Salt and Eletcrical Experiments To 
Be Made at Quitman. 

Quitman, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)— 
The town authorities, under the direction 
of a man sent here by the state geologist 
for the purpose, are making the salt test 
on the drainage well sunk last summer 
for the purpose of draining a pond on the 
southern part of the town, 

A saturated solution of salt will be let 
into the well at the rate of 3 gallons per 
minute for seven days and nights with- 
out intermission, several tons of salt be- 
ing used. From time to time éamples of 
water will be taken from the other wells 
tapping a water bearing stratum over a 
hundred feet deeper in the ground and 
careful analysis will be made to ascertain 
whether salt can be detected in these. If 
it cannot an electrical test will be made, 
which is still more delicate. 

These steps are being taken with the 
intention of putting in a sewer system by 
sinking wells to this open stratum 120 
feet down in the low places and putting 
in sewers running to them and following 
the configuration of the surface, If the 
system is put in and operated success- 
fully it will mean much to the towns in 
this section of the state, enabling them 
to have sewerage systems at about one- 
quarter of the cost under the old system.

A commission of practical English- 
men is now in the United States to 
inquire into the educational methods 
of the country. What they want to 
know is the relation between our edu- 
cational and industrial interests, and 
whether our wonderful productive effi- 
ciency can be identified as in any wise 
an effect of our systems of school 
and college preparations for life- 
work, 

These Englishmen have set them- 
Selves a very unique and desirable 
task. If they investigate with open 
minds and without insular prejudice 
the questions they have raised, we 
feel sure their conclusions will be en- 
lightening and probably as valuable 
to our own people as they might be 
to the people of Great Britain. 

They will be puzzled at first by the 
independence of our state systems, 
the general lack of uniformity of 
studies, but that will illustrate to 
them the necessity, in « country so 
large and democratic as ours, of a 
regard for the environing conditions. 

But, in the long run of their studies 
and findings, we are confident they 
will approve our systems as far better 
for the purposes of national equip- 
ment in general intelligence and la- 
bor efficiency than are the dull, dead- 
level and tradition-hampered “board 
schools” of England. Our public 
schools are in no state ideal, but they 
are so far ahead of the English com-

Washington, October 16.—(Special.)- 
President Roosevelt's interference in 
Maryland politics has aroused the indig- 
nation of Serfator Gorman and other 
leading men of that state. 

As peacemaker between the warring 
republican factions in Maryland the 
president is destined to meet the fate 
that usually befalls an outsider who 
butts into a domestic hair-pulling match 
and attempts to adjust family differ- 
ences. President Roosevelt is anxious 
that his negro policy in the southern 
states shall be vindicated in Maryland 
and he is throwing the. weight of his 
administration to elect the republican 
ticket and thus discredit his political 
enemy and greatly feared rival for pres- 
identia] honors, Senator Gorman. 

Maryland democrats, who have for sev- 
eral years past antagonized the Gorman 
faction in Maryland, are today pledging 
‘Meir support to the regular democratic 
ticket, because of President Roosevelt's 
pernicious activity in attempting to di- 
rect from the white house the republican 
campaign in Maryland. 

Senator Gorman, while in New York 
yesterday, indulged In a sharp criticism 
of the president’s action and the result 
has occasioned a political sensation here 
and in Maryland. 

Maryland democrats are distributing 
effectively among the white voters of the 
state campaign buttons representing 
Booker Washington and President Roose- 
velt dining together, stamped: 

“Vindication and equality.’’ 

Roosevelt Touched on the Raw. 
Although President Roosevelt does not 
care to make answer to Mr. Gorman’s 
criticisms regarding his alleged interfer- 
ence in gate politics, it may be said on 
high authority that he feels the Mary- 
lander’s charges to be unjust. In con- 
versation with one of his callers this 
morning the president said that he is 
not interfering in Maryland politics nor 
in the political affairs of any state. The 
president said that he has studiously 
avoided favoring any of the men or fac- 
tions in the repubiican party of Mary- 
land. The president did, upon request 
of some of the parties in the fight who 
came to him with their troubles, give 
an audience to some of their supporters, 
but to none did he promise any support 
whatever, or even express the wish that 
their particular side should win the fight. 

By those who are familiar with condi- 
tions underlying the contest in Maryland 


| it is asserted that fhe president has a 
‘real fear of the senator as an opponent 


and that it accounts for the many con- 
ferences at the white house. The repub- 
jlicans are said to have made the state 
election a national affair because Pres- 


ident Roosevelt and the other leaders 
believe that should the state go demo- 
cratic nothing can prevent the nomi- 
nation of Gorman for the presidency, 
an® that should a central western man 
be his running mate he would have an 
excellent chance of defeating the repub- 
lican ticket. Gorman is known to be 
strong with the finan@ial interests. te 
has the support of the Cleveland wing of 
the democrats. He suits all of the south, 
is “regular’’ and a favorite with the ma- 
jority of the leaders. 

From all quarters come reports that 
the party is consolidating on the senator, 
all of which, no doubt, has had its ef- 
fect upon the political advisers of the 
president. As a consequence the ad- 
visers of the president are said to have 
decideq that the fight upon the Mary- 
land senator should be made at home. 
If the state goes republican, it Is argued 
that Gorman can hardly expect the nom- 
ination, and, should he accept it, he 
would be more or less discredited and 
have a poorer chance of election. Nat- 
urally the contest in Maryland is waxing 
hot. 

Officeholders at Work. 

Senator Gorman has been working 
quietly but effectively since his return 
from Europe, and it is said that he has 
strengthened the ticket so that republi- 
can defeat is almost assured. He has 
interested all democrats in the ticket to 
such an extent that the state and Bal- 
timore city candidates are practically 
certain of a big majority, which means 
a decided boom for Gorman. 

Senator Gorman was expected in 
Washington today, but he did not arrive. 
He spoke freely in New York last night, 
however, on’ the Maryland situation and 
the contest the president is waging upon 
him. He said the president has assumed 
to himself the title of chairman of the 
state committee, so active is he In look- 
ing after the details of the campaign. 
Every federal office holder and every 
occupant of a state or municipal place 
whom the president believes he can con- 
trol has been ordered by him to get out 
and hustle for the republican ticket. 
When he was civil service commissioner 
under the Harrison and Cleveland ad- 
minfstrations it was Roosevelt's habit 
to demand that*a federal office holder 
who was a member of a state, city or 
other political committee should resign 
one or the other place. Now that he 1s 
president, however, he permits federal 
office holders appointed by him or by 
his subordinates to engage as actively 
in campaigns as those who follow pri- 
vate vocations. Evety occupant of a 
federal place in Maryland is openly at 
work for the republican ticket, presum- 
ably under specific orders from the pres-

“*Whereas, the Mexican cotton boll 
weevil, based upon the judgment of those 
who have carefully studied the question, 
is regarded as one of the greatest and 
most serious agricultural problems that 
has ever presented itself to our people. 
Therefore be it 

‘Resolved, First, That it is criminal 
negligence on the part of the people of the 
cotton growing states to sit down and say 
that this pest is bound to spread, and 
that there is no use to attempt doing any- 
thing to postpone the evil day. 

‘***Second, That the question Is one of 
national as well as state importance and 
that the next congress should be me- 
morialized to make appropriations suffi- 
client to defray the expense of the ex- 
termination of the weevil as it appears in 
isolated places, and to establish such 
quarantine measures as will effectually 
prevent the rapid spread of the weevil 
throughout the cotton belt. And that the 
members of congress representing the sev- 
eral cotton states of this association and 
of the entire cotton belt he urged to pro- 
mote legislation looking to this end, 

“*Third, That this association place its 
seal of disapproval upon the importation 
into non-infected areas of live weevils by 
persons or organizations curious to know 
what “he weevil is, or anxious to conduct 
experiments for the purpose of procuring 
remedies, and that we ask all the cotton 
states to pass such laws as to make it a 
criminal offense to bring live weevils into 
non-affected districts. And the legislatures 
of the cotton states authorize their boards 
of agriculture or in the absence of such 
the experiment station authorities to 
establish quarantine or other necessary 
regulations that will prevent the spread 
of the weevil. 

“ ‘Fourth, That the association urge all 
non-affected states to strenuously guard 
against the importation of cotton, cotton

Ejisie 


been fully 


made } 


of ; @ 


meet aad — a 


MANY STREETS: 
LT NEW NAMES 


Startling State of Affairs Brought 
fo Attention of Councilmen, 


Evidence Presented Because ‘of Pro- 
posed Change in Name of Smith 
Street, Which Is Favorably 
Recommended by Street 
Committee. 


The fact that more than 225 streets of 
Atlanta have had from two to eight 
names, resulting in confusion and tronble 
to the real estate agents and the attor- 
neys, was brought to the attention of 
the street committee ‘©! council, of 
Which Alderman Terry is chairman, yes- 
terday afternoon by Forrest Adair, who 
introduced this evidence in opposing the 
proposed change in the name of Smith 
street to Whitehall] place. 

Petitions from fifty-eight members of 
the bar and from twenty-one real estate 
dealers were presented to the committee 
Mr. Adair at the same time he of- 
fered a list of those streets whose rames 
have been changed. 

Notwithstanding the statements of Mr. 
Adajr and the petition trom attorneys 
and real estate men the committce de- 
cided to again recommend that the name 
of Smith street be changed. The mat- 
ter now to council, where ‘it will be 
acted upon during the session of next 
Monday afternoon. Residents of the 
street desire the change in name. 

In opposing the proposed change tn the 
name of the street Mr. Adair stated that 
in many instances titles had become so 
confused as a result of the constant 
change in the names of streets that par- 
ties now claim land that is in no man- 
ner described by their deeds. 

Parties who desired to sell thelr land 
and those who desired borrowing money 
on their property often found it Iimpossi- 
ble to attain these ends because of the 
changes that had been made in_e the 
names of the streets. In addition to this, 
he said, there is no index to Ahe records 
of the citv, and as a consequence it {s 
with much difficulty that the identity of 
the present streets is established.

The following is The New York 
Financial Chronicle's weekly 
weather and crop report, received 
over private leased wire by 
Messrs. Cothran & Co.: 

New York, October 1{6.—Our tel- 
egraphic advices from the south 
this evening denote that In most 
localities, with satisfactory 
weather conditions, the picking of 
cotton has made excellent prog- 
ress, In Texas, however, rain has 
been quite general and in some 
districts the precipitation has been 
rather heavy, interfering with the 
gathering of the crop. 
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New York, October i6.—The cotton 
market opened firm at an advance of 6 
@i7 points, following higher cables, con- 
tinued reports of a better spot demand 
and further cold weather in the belt. 
This news exercised a considerable ef- 
fect on sentiment, and while there was 
naturally more or realizing on the 
advance, the market ruled generally firm 
all day and closed within 3 or 4 points 
of the best prices of the session, or net 
18 to 25 points higher. The forecast 
called for further weather with 
more or less general frosts over 
western belt, receipts for the day being 
beiow expectations. Exports were full, 
and in fact nearly afl the news received 
a bullish interpretation. Trading during 
the entire session was active, and the 
demand seemed to come from pretty 
nearly all sources. Sales were estimated 
at 750,000 bales. Port receipts for the 
day were 51,176 bales, against 63,289 
bales last year, and the exports foot up 
52.061 bales. The New York spot mar- 
Fet was steady at an advance of 10 
points to 9.90 for middling uplands.
